Applicant argues that although Yamaguchi does disclose weighing colors, Yamaguchi does not disclose weighing colors by applying 
a weight factor to an error measure, as claimed by the applicant. The examiner agrees with the applicant's assertion that Yamaguchi 
alone does not disclose applying a weight factor to an error measure. However, when taken in combination with Kim, one of ordinary skill 
in the art would have found it obvious, using the Yamaguchi reference, to weigh the error measures of Kim in order to emphasize certain 
color more than others. Yamaguchi was used merely to show that It is well known in the art to weigh certain colors more than others. In 
Yamaguchi, on of the data groups is selected and weighed more than the others and then a coefficient matrix is optimized using the 
weighted color. The examiner is of the opinion that one of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious based on the teaching of 
Yamaguchi to weigh the error measures of Kim so that certain colors are weighted more than others. Therefore, the rejections of the 
previous office action will be maintained. . 
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
